THE BANNUN8. 

The Hannian.s are a caste whicl 
dwells in and around the town of 
Mocha, in the province or county of 
Yemen, Arabia They are famous for 
their social virtues. One of their 
chief precepts is to love everything 
that breathes, lo assist everything 
that is in pain, to abhor the spilling of 
blood, and to abstain from food that 
has enjoyed life, and they practice 
this precept in its utmost rigor. They 
are strict vegetarians, subsisting en 
tirelv upon milk, butter, cheese, rice 
and vegetables. In their , treatment 
of animals they show great tenderness 
of feeling. Mocha abounds in owner- 
less dogs, which live in the southern 
part of the town, sleeping three 
fourths of the day in small holes 
which they dig themselves. They are 
horrible animals, quarrelsome, almost 
famished, and devoured with the 
mange. They bark and snarl at everv 
one who passes, mid are objects of 

detestation to every one except the 
Haimians. The latter extend their 
compassion to these dogs, and even 
take particular care of them. They bake 
little loaves of bread which they carry 
lo these dogs almost e\ery hour of 
the day ; one or an other of this tribe is 
seen continually passing with a litth 
Copper pot of water in one hand, and 
a loaf in the other. The dogs know 
I hem. and when one appears thev 
rush to him in swarms. The most 
timid animals approach tho Bannians 
without the slightest fear, and win n 
one of them is seen he is almost snr 
rounded by some species of animal 
which he is feeding. They have a 
perfect horror of anything that is 
dead. If they should ever aeeidently 
touch any dead thing, they rush off to 
wash away the pollution. 

In all hot. countries, flies are very 
numerous and troublesome, and as ihe 
heat makes them, as well as e\ i 
tiling else that has life, very thirsty. 
they are often drowned in vessels in 
Which they fall in their eagerness to 
drink. A Hannian would willingly 
spend the entire day in endeavoring 
to restore OBC of these insects to life, 
aftat an immersion in the water. A. 
method was once pointed out to one 
of them of putting them in salt to re- 
cover them, and ho was so overjoyed 
at the discovery that Ire was in the 
habit of oarrving a handkerchief of 
salt around with him for the benefit 
of unfortunate Hies. 

The dress of the Haimians is a 
white robe and a rOCO OOlorad turban. 
their disposition is frank and open ; 

they arc ignorant of prevarication 

and falsehood. They are greatly 
trusted by the European residents of 

Mocha, as they arc the only ones able 
to deal with the Arabs. Their com 

pensation is exceedingly moderate, 

yet their probity and honor is proof 
against every temptation.

often is quite the opposite of clear 
and decided — it is understood with 
difficulty, is mechanical and without 
the softness and pleasing modulation 
attainable in a voice cultivated by one 
with good hearing. Moreover, in a 
large number of individuals who have 
never "heard a human sound" it is 
believed that instruction in sign-lang- 
uage would be preferable to the ar- 
ticulation speech method, it having 
been found they never learn to speak 
well enough to make themselves un- 
derstood. 

The deaf may, of course, acquire 
aceest from their teachers if thoy 
hear well enough to learn speech it 
self, but not otherwise. If any accent, 
is acquired, it must be with spoken 
language, from which it is inseparable, 
and cannot be, therefore, inherited or 
depend on any peculiarity of the vocal 
organs. When Pro! Tieknor speakB 
of the pupils observed by him as 
never having heard a human sound, 
he, of course, must refer to their never 
having heard the human voice of 
others, for a considerable number of 
deaf people hear their own voice with 
more or less distinctn es s n ot, indeed, 
as when the perceptive regions of the 
ear are normal, but by means of the 
waves of sound which are, in the act 
of speaking, propagated in evory direc- 
tion, and, consequently, in some 
measure heard irrespective of the 
acoustic apparatus. Although the 
pen-option of sound in this manner is, 
at best, very defective, yet it may 
serve to aid the individual in tho 
construction of speech.

\\\ . p. 10) quotes Prof. Tichnor's 
Statement, which is alluded to by 
your correspondent " O. V. H ," as 
well as that of M. Hement. with both 
ot whom he would seem toagi' 

Prof. Alexander (iiaham Hell, in 
a letter to ,\-i/wir, (Vol. XXV., p. 
1'24.) replied to Mr Axon, and explains 
why the congenitally deaf do not 
manifest any evidences of local accent 
in their speech. 

The extract quoted from Prof. Tick 
nor's life by "O. P. H ." re fer ri ng to 

his visit to a Deaf and Dumb Institu 
tion of '27 pupils in Madrid, Spain, 
says : "They are well taught to read, 
write, and what is more, lo speak in- 
telligibly. One fact I witnessed 

and knew, ther efor e, personally 

which is extremely curious not one 
of the pupils, of course can ever have 

heard a human sound, and all thoir 

knowledge and practice in speaking 
must conn- from thoir imitation of 
the visible mechanical movement of 
the lips and other organs of enuncia- 
tion by their teachers, who hre al 1 Cas- 
tilians; yet each speaks clearly and 
decidedly, with the accent of the Pro- 
vince from which he comes, so that I 
could instantly distinguish the lata 
lonians and Biscayans and Castilians. 
while others, more practiced in Span 
ish, the Malagas and Andahisian tones. 
How is this to be explained but by 
supposing an absolutely and original- 
ly different eonlormation of the organs 
of speech?" A few words apropos to 
tbe statement here quoted I Pupils 
who have never "heard a human 
sound. ' cannot learn to apeak "clear 
ly and decidedly," as may be observed 
in any of the excellent institutions 
for deaf mutes in our midst. Unfor-
